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HISTORY OF THE COLORED ORPHANAGE 
OF NORTH CAROLINA 


In August, 1882, The Colored Orphanage Association was formed 
in Henderson, North Carolina, by members of the Shiloh and Wake 
Assoeiations. The idea was presented by Dr. Augustus Shepard, who 
noticed during his travel throughout the state the large number of 
homeless, neglected children. 


At a later meeting the Association set out to find a suitable loca- 
tion for the prospective orphan home. Many difficulties were en- 
countered and in October, 1883, a farm of twenty-three acres located 
one and one-half miles from Oxford on the Raleigh Road, was obtain- 
ed for $1565.00. One-half of the price was paid at the time possession 
was given. The Orphanage was named the “Grant Colored Asylum.” 


The Grant Orphanage Asylum ceased to exist in 1887 when “The 
Colored Orphanage Asylum of N. C.” was incorporated. The members 
of the board were Rev. Augustus Shepard, Rev. Joshua Perry, Rev. 
W.A. Patillo, Rev. Isaac Alston, Rev. J. W. Levy, Mr. M. F. Thornton, 
Mr. H. E. Long, Mr. Henry Hester and Honorable H. P. Cheatham. 


The Orphanage was incorporated as a non-denominational insti- 
tution to receive children deprived of their parents and means of sup- 
port, and to train them along religious, moral and industrial lines in 
order to fit them for useful law-abiding citizens. 


When the Orphanage was known as the “Grant Orphanage” Rev. 
Joshua Perry was elected its first superintendent and Rev. W. A. Pa- 
tillo was named General Agent. The Rev. Perry served for one year 
and was succeeded by Miss Bessie Hockin, a Canadian woman, who 
served from 1884 to 1886. Miss Hockin not only served without salary, 
but also donated her furniture to the orphan home. She had no income 
of her own and lived only by faith. It was during that time that Mr. 
Henry Hester, of Oxford, volunteered to pay all bills contracted in 
providing food for the orphans. Mr. Hester acted as treasurer of the 
Orphanage until his death in 1901. 


Rev. W. A. Patillo served as superintendent for the year 1886- 
1887. It was during his adminstration that Mrs. Adline Cogwell be- 
came connected with the institution as matron. Mrs. Cogwell not only 
received no pay, but worked to help support the children of the insti- 
tution. 


In 1887 the Board of Directors elected Rev. Robert Shepard 
superintendent without promise of remuneration. Rev. M. C. Ransom 
gave board to the new superintendent until a three-room house could 
be enlarged. The enlarged building served as the superintendent’s 
home, boy’s dormitory, dining room and kitchen. A few years later a 
girl’s dormitory was built, and near it a laundry building was built. 


According to data received from the superintendent’s report of 
1902-1903, a forty-four acre farm was purchased in 1895 at the cost 
of $1,440. A little later an adjoining lot of four acres was bought. In 
1898 one acre of land located directly in front of the Orphanage pro- 
perty was bought. On this land a home for the superintendent was 
erected. It was a frame structure consisting of nine rooms. A small 
store room in the home was used for storage of clothing. Shoes were 
kept in an outhouse located in the yard of the superintendent’s home. 
A few years later a donation of three acres of land on which was lo- 
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cated a well built house, was gratefully received. There were on hand 
numerous applications for admittance that had been deferred because 
of lack of space. On Thanksgiving Day, 1903, twenty young children 
and a matron moved into this new home, since space was made avail- 
able for the new children. 


Donations from Mr. B. N. Duke, churches, associations and fra- 
ternal orders were received yearly. Produce from the farm supplied 
the table, and cotton and corn were grown for the market. The pro- 
ceeds from these sales helped greatly in meeting current obligations. 
The legislature of the State of North Carolina appropriated $5,000 
yearly to the institution. This amount was increased to $10,000 during 
Rev. Shepard’s administration. Rev. Shepard resigned his position at 
Oxford in 1907 in order to help with the establishment of the Orphan- 
age in Forsyth County near Winston-Salem, North Carolina. 


Mr. H. P. Cheatham, ex-Congressman and a member of the origi- 
nal board of incorporators, succeded Rev. Shepard as superintendent. 
Mr. Cheatham served as superintendent from 1907-1935. In keeping 
with progressive ideas brick buildings were constructed during his ad- 
ministration to replace the original frame building. The bricks were 
made on the Orphanage grounds by the boys. The buildings erected 
were a boy’s dormitory, girl’s dormitory, chapel, dining room, laundry, 
and dormitory for small boys. The Angier B. Duke School and Office 
Building were erected during this time, a gift of Mr. B. N. Duke. The 
farm acreage was increased until it reached the size of 400 acres. 


The Orphanage was re-incorporated in 1927 under the name “The 
Colored Orphanage of North Carolina.” The following were named to 
the board of directors: M. F. Thornton, M. C. Ransom, J. W. Levy, 
J. C. Jefferies, J. E. Shepard, N. A. Cheek, Alex Peace, G. C. Shaw. 


Under the act of re-incorporation it was authorized that the Gov- 
enor of North Carolina would appoint five white men of Granville 
County as members of the board of directors. 


In 1935 Mr. H. P. Cheatham died, and his son Charles succeeded 
him as superintendent. Mr. Charles Cheatham served for two years. 
At the end of the period he resigned to accept work in a northern city. 


Mr. T. K. Borders was elected superintendent in February, 1937. 
His program emphasized the improvement of living conditions; special 
attention was given to health, diet, discipline and play. During the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Borders many improvements were made in the 
physical plant among which may be mentioned the installation of a 
heating plant in the boy’s dormitory, addition of a washing machine 
and also sewer connection with the main sewer system of the city of 
Oxford. On October 15, 1940, Superintendent Borders died. The Or- 
phanage was directed by its Assistant Superintendent, Mr. C. A. Al- 
ston, until March 1, 1941, when Mr. T. A. Hamme was elected super- 
intendent. 


Mr. Hamme found at the Colored Orphanage a definite need for 
continued physical and cultural improvements and the development of 
a definite vocational and recreational program. During his adminis- 
tration considerable progress was made along these lines, and efforts 
were made to have the institution meet standards set by other educa- 
tional institutions of the state. Buildings were screened and the in- 
teriors renovated. A new modern dairy barn, stable, shop and super- 
intendent’s home was erected. 
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In 1946 a special financial campaign was begun to secure funds 
for an expansion program which included remodeling of the girl’s 
dormitory, new boy’s dormitory, vocational building, girl’s cottage and 
infirmary. 

The loss of the boy’s dormitory by fire on March 20, 1948, necessi- 
tated the use of all available funds to replace the building. This dor- 
mitory was known as the Robert Shepard Building. The citizens of 
the entire state of North Carolina and elsewhere contributed their 
finances to make possible the new Robert Shepard Building, which 
has been in use since 1949. 


Emphasis has been placed on the development of the individual 
child to his fullest potentialities. A scholarship fund has been estab- 
lished by Robert Shepard, Oxford mortician, to enable those children 
who have ability to continue their training above the high school level. 
Under this program ten children have completed courses of study be- 
yond the High School level. 


There have been improvements made in the establishment of a 
well-rounded vocational program. The Carver Vocational Building, 
given by the New Farmers of America, was put in use in 1950. The 
boys are taught shoe repairing, farming, dairying, general repairing 
and care of the lawns. This training is given through work experience. 


The development of a full time sewing department greatly reduc- 
ed the cost of clothing and furnishes the main part of the vocational 
training for girls. In addition, the girls are taught laundering, cook- 
ing and general housekeeping. 

Though there has been no full-time director of recreational ac- 
tivities, there is a realization of the important part that this activity 
plays in the child’s growth. More opportunities for play and socializ- 
ing minimize the behavior problems of the group. The program is in @ 
stage of development, and at the present time free play, movies, bus 
rides, outings, ball games, Boy Scout programs, band and choral acti- 
vities are the main recreational features. 


On April 15, 1951, Superintendent Hamme died. D. O. Leather- 
berry was appointed by the Board of Directors as acting Superinten- 
dent until August 31, at which time Reverend T. H. Brooks was elect- 
ed Superintendent and began his duties September 1, 1951. The steady 
progress of the past decade is being continued with emphasis on all 
needs of the children. 

The present objective of the Orphanage is to provide physical 
care, individual understanding of the child and his problems, and to 
give training to enable the child to become an asset to the society in 
which he must live. Consequently, greater care is given to the selec- 
tion of children in order to reduce the number of unhealthy and men- 
tal defectives that have been frequently admitted. The children’s 
health has been very good, accentuated by the fact that there have 
been no deaths or serious illnesses for a number of years. 

The institution is continuing to expand its facilities in the effort 
to meet the ever increasing need for its service in keeping with pres- 
ent day trends. Approximately $200,000.00 has been raised and spent 
for improvements of a permament nature during the administration of 
Reverend Brooks. The following lists a few of such accomplishments: 
new and modern bathrooms in the girl’s dormitory; new heating 
plants in school building, girls’ dormitory and little boy’s dormitory; 
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complete renovation of Cheatham Building which houses the auditor- 
ium and dining room; complete renovation of little boys’ dormitory 
and Angier B. Duke School Building and the building of a freezer 
locker. The Annie Rogers Cottage has been rebuilt and provides 
housing for a staff member. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


Mr. Chairman, 
Members of the Board of Directors of the Colored Orphanage of 
North Carolina: 


GREETINGS: 


I am happy to submit to you the annual report of the Colored 
Orphanage of North Carolina for the fiscal year July 1, 1960 througn 
June 380, 1961. 


Our total financial contributions for the past year amounted to 
$38,375.11. This is a slight increase over the previous year. Details 
of financial contributions will be found in the summary. Aid from 
the Duke Endowment continued its upward trend and reached the 
amount of $17,411.60. These continued expressions of confidence in 
our efforts find us grateful. 


During the past year we have continued our efforts to improve 
facilities in keeping with ideas advanced by State Health and Agri- 
cultural authorities and approved by our Executive Committee. A 
listing of these projects and the cost of each follows:

While our expenditures for the past year will show a loss in our 
farm and dairy operations, it is believed that closer supervision will 
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eliminate this loss now that we are more familiar with our new 
method of operation. 


The attempts to improve our program still presents many chal- 
lenges. The effort to maintain adequate staff is.difficult due to our 
salary scale still remaining too low to be attractive to the caliber of 
personnel needed for a total care .program. Four members of our 
staff are to be replaced on or about the first of September this year. 
The death of our chairman, Dr. E. E. Toney, after a long period of 
declining health necessitates some re-organization by our Board of 
Directors. 

However, in the face of these problems, we are still continuing 
to improve our facilities. Our Executive Committee has approved 
plans to re-paint our school building inside and outside; and to con- 
struct a dwelling house on the campus for the use of a resident mana- 
ger. Contracts have been let for both projects at a total cost of 
$10,634.00. 

During the year under consideration the institution was the re- 
cipient of a bequest of $5,000 from the will of the late Mr. Frances 
Roger Gregory. Mr. Gregory was a resident of Leamington, Ontario, 
Canada, but a native of Granville County. The transfer of the funds 
netted a premium of $46.87. All of these funds were deposited in our 
J.G.G. Fund. It was agreed by our Executive Committee that we will 
name the new cottage to be built on our campus in memory of Mr. 
- Gregory and inform the members of his family of this action.

REPORT OF RESIDENT MANAGER 


Reverend T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


The year 1960-61 has been filled with various activities which 
have kept us quite active, and fairly good results have been realized 
from our efforts. 


Many off campus activities were participated in by our children 
during the past year. Our boys and girls were able to attend Chavis 
Park for three days without charge as guests of the Raleigh Recrea- 
tion Commission during the summer. We are sure that the children 
will always remember this event. Eighteen (18) baseball games and 
eight (8) basketball games were played and of these, all of the base- 
ball games were won as well as seven (7) of the basketball games. The 
band and choir participated in quite a few activities throughout the 
state. The band marched in the Shriner’s Gala Day Parade at New 
Bern, North Carolina and in the American Legion Parade which was 
held at. Charlotte, North Carolina. Through the aid of friends of the 
institution two Boy Scouts spent a week at Camp Whispering Pines 
at Cary, North Carolina. We feel that the boys benefitted from the 
week spent at the camp because they received some experience it 
trapping, camping, cooking and scouting at night. One boy and one 
girl were able to spend a week at Boys and Girls State at Shaw Uni- 
versity, Raleigh, North Carolina. Expenses incurred by the pair for 
the week were borne by the American Legion Posts and related Wo- 
men’s Auxiliaries. This was an opportunity for youth with similar in- 
terests to come together and discuss problems of common interest to 
all. 

Activities held on campus included parties, picnics, games and 
watermelon feasts. These were all well enjoyed by the children. 

I believe that all of the buildings on the campus are in good 
repair and the houseparents have done much to maintain a neat and 
clean appearance. The general campus is also clean and well kept. 

The annual inspection of the institution made by Mr. J. T. Welch. 
Sanitarian for the Granville County Health Department on June 6, 
1961, indicated that our rating was 82.5. This rating was lower than 
that earned during the previous year; however, we feel that the 
necessary steps have been taken to make the proper adjustments in 
order to receive a higher rating. 

With the assistance received through the Agricultural Stabliza- 
tion Commission, three waterways were completed on the farm. 

I appreciate very much the cooperation received while attempting 
to perform duties which were assigned me.

ANGIER B. DUKE SCHOOL REPORT 


Reverend T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


We had a eg%0d school year because we had good teachers. Next 
to the parents the teacher is the most important person in bringing 
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about socially desirable changes in the child’s physical, intellectual, 
emotional, social, and moral development. Therefore, the teacher who 
works well with children is regarded as a professional person worthy 
of having status and prestige in the community. 


We enrolled 285 children this school year, ninety-nine of which 
were from the Orphanage. The others were children from Oxford and 
the surrounding communities. Our enrollment was smaller than it has 
been in a number of years. But with fewer children in the classes, I 
noticed a significant advancement in the effectiveness of classroom 
instruction. This effectiveness was also due to the many teaching aids 
in science, arithmetic, and foreign language which we were fortunate 
to get through the National Defense Education Act. These aids were 
used in all classes to help improve instruction. 


Under the leadership of Mrs. Theodore Parker, we had an active 
Parent-Teacher-Association. The program of the association was 
planned to meet the needs of children and youth in our community. 
Through her leadership many parents joined the association. They 
gained a better understanding of children and teachers gained a bet- 
ter understanding of parents. 


Our culture demands certain attitudes toward games and sports— 
the good loser, fair play, the good sport, tolerance of the less skillful, 
observation of the rules, acceptance of decisions, the practice of tak- 
ing turns, and others. These attitudes develop such traits as courage, 
endurance, self control, alertness, initiative and many others which 
the child needs to live within a changing society. The physical edu- 
ation program has as its purpose the development of these attitudes 
and traits. Mr. Eason, our eighth grade teacher did an excellent job 
in this area. 


The following clubs were active during the past year: The Stu- 
dent Council, Good Health, Science and Library. These clubs kept the 
children active in locating, organizing, and evaluating information. 


All teachers did a good job in fulfilling the children’s interests 
and needs, making learning activities meaningful, using instructional 
materials wisely, and following efficient practice procedures. As a 
result, many children were helped in building their strengths and 
overcoming their weaknesses.

REPORT OF SEWING ROOM SUPERVISOR 


Inasmuch as the slogan of today is “Do It Yourself” there is a 
very definite need to know how to sew for the modern home. Our 
girls are taking advantage of that fact. 


Sewing is an art through which we attempt to make use of what 
we have. The work done in our sewing room is an important part of 
the life of the institution. Our job has been to utilize the many articles 
of clothing donated for our use. Our girls are taught the importance 
of taking care of their own clothing. This being true we have been 
able, in a large measure, to reduce our clothing expenses and pro- 
vide adequate clothing so that all our children are well dressed. 

Our sewing room is equipped with all new and modern machines. 
This year four of the more modern machines were added, two being 
the very latest models. The new and modern machines add greatly to 
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the efficiency of the work done in the sewing room where a total of 
nine machines are in use. We have one portable machine which is 
used occasionally that was a gift to the institution. 

A new machine has been placed in the Shepard Building, as well 
as the Little Boys Building. The yare not the latest model; however, 
they are new. The institution has a total of twelve sewing machines.

| REPORT OF THE FARM MANAGER 


Reverend T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 

Again we have come to the close of another year and I wish to 
report that the farm program during 1960-61 was satisfactory. 

I am very grateful to you and the staff and especially the farm 
personnel and boys for their very able assistance, for without their 
cooperation the job could not have been done. 

Our crops consisted of corn, tobacco, potatoes, melons, vegetables, 
and fruits. We produced a large quantity of vegetables for the table 
as well as for storage and freezing. 

We butchered 13,012 pounds of pork and we now have on hand 
ten (10) brood sows, I boar, 68 shoats and pig's. 

Five acres of permanent hay pasture was seeded during the year. 
A tobacco curing barn was erected by Mr. Sam Royster and other 
farm personnel with the aid of our boys for handling our tobacco 
crop. Three sodded waterways for erosion control were completed 
during the past year. One section harrow and a tractor plow were 
added to the farm machinery of the institution, as well as a few 
more tools of less value. 

We certainly appreciate the assistance offered by those who 
helped to make our success possible.

REPORT OF DIETITIAN 


Reverend T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


The daily intake of well prepared and well balanced meals is 
most essential when striving to build strong healthy bodies. The 
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food service department is conscious of the fact that foods from the 
basic seven must be utilized in order to plan and serve wholesome 
meals which also have eye appeal. Foods from this group include 
milk, proteins, starches, bread and cereals, citrus fruits and juices, 
green leafy and yellow vegetables. These products are those recognized 
for having greatest body building qualities. An average of 480 meals 
were served daily. Several groups of visitors were entertained during 
the year in this department. 

During the year the institution was fortunate in having the ser- 
vices of the consulting dietitian from the Nutrition Department of 
the State Board of Health to assist with meal planning. Services 
rendered were quite valuable to us. 


Another responsibility assumed by this department, is that of 
food preservation. With the aid of assistants and girls being trained in 
this area, we were able to preserve, can and freeze fresh vegestables, 
fruits and meats produced through institutional efforts. Following is 
a list of foods which were preserved through the canning process:

SHOE SHOP DEPARTMENT 


Reverend T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


The shoe shop, in closing this fiscal] year, can recall having 
trained ten boys in the basic skills of the shoe trade. This depart- 
ment only operates two nights per week—Tuesday and Thursday— 
for two hours per night. These boys are taught the construction of 
shoes, the names of hand tools, care of machines by proper lubr.ca- 
tion, cleaning, etc. 


In this department we take care of repair to shoes, overshoes, 
handbags and football equipment. Quite a bit of time and care are 
taken with the children in an effort to teach them the great impor- 
tance of foot care. For the past few years, we have attempted to see 
that each child had his feet measured and his shoes properly fitted 
to his feet. Such a practice will protect the child’s feet in later years. 


In addition to meeting the immediate needs of the institution this 
program offers vocational training that proves beneficial to those who 
master the art. Students leaving the institution have gone into some 
very good shops and seem to be doing nicely. Their beginnings can 
be traced back to the work and training received at this institution. 


Present trends place emphasis on results rather than method and 
the man who can produce good results is the one whose services are 
in demand. Such a person is never in want of a position. In this 
business the need for speed and ability are important. Those who 
cannot combine both qualities will be pushed to the rear in the strug- 
gle for existence. 
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Since there are so many new styles of shoes on the market, I 
feel that the shoe department could save the institution a nice sum 
of money if it owned one of the latest machines. The McKay machine 
is able to take care of the most delicate, as well as the heaviest type 
of shoe made. I certainly hope that before too long we may have such 
a machine for training our boys. 

May I take this opportunity to thank Reverend Brooks and 
staff for the interest shown in the shoe department.

BARBER SHOP DEPARTMENT 


Reverend T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 

We are very happy to report the work of another successful year. 
Our plans were to develop the skill of barbering. We have gone a 
long way in that direction. 

First the students were taught the use of each instrument; 
second, the theory of sterilization of instruments; and third, the 
practical work of barbering. All of the boys at the institution profit 
by this program in that they report to the shop for haircuts. We have 
six boys who are learning the trade. The class is taught two hours 
for two nights per week and operates on a part-time basis. 

In addition to serving the needs of the boys of the institution, 
the barbering department offers vocational training and inspiration. 
Students leaving the orphanage have gone into the field of barbering 
and some eventually go into the business for themselves. 


We are hoping that in the near future the barber shop depart- 
ment will have electric clippers to serve the boys of this institution. 


We sincerely appreciate the cooperation of everyone in making 
the work here most successful during this past year.

We have made an examination of the financial records of 
THE COLORED ORPHANAGE OF NORTH CAROLINA 
Oxford, North Carolina 


for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1961, and submit herewith our re- 
port. 


Attached hereto, as Exhibit “A’’, is a balance sheet of all funds. 


Schedule B-3, attached hereto is a statement of the Budget opera- 
tions for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1961. Revenue exceeded the 
estimated amount in the sum of $12,803.01, while the expenditures 
exceeded the estimated amount in the sum of $11,117.30. 


A summary statement of the comparative receipts and costs of 
the Maintenance Fund for the two fiscal years ended June 30, 1960. 
and June 30, 1961, is attached hereto as Schedule B-4. 


The per capita cost for the year under review amounted to 
$966.95, as compared with $897.45 for the preceeding year and is so 
shown on Schedule B-5, attached hereto. 


The nominal loss from the Farm, Garden and Dairy operations 
amounted to $5,277.76, as shown on Schedule B-6, attached hereto. This 
statement was prepared from data given us by the management, and 
the quantities and prices were accepted by us without verification. 


Total receipts and transfers accruing to the Permanent Improve- 
ment fund for the year under review amounting to $30,413.28, and is 
so shown on Schedule B-8, attached hereto. Disbursements amounted 
to $22,029.69, and a detailed statement of the disbursements is at- 
tached hereto, as Schedule B-9. There remained in the Permanent 
Improvement Fund at June 30, 1961, an unexplained cash balance of 
$9,080.56. 


Attached hereto, as Exhibit “C” is a statement of the Capitai 
Assets amounting to $587,112.75. The valuations placed on the Capi- 
tal assets were estimates arrived at by inspecting the policies of in- 
surance coverage and other data and information obtained from the 
Superintendent and members of the Executive Committee of the Board 
of Directors. These valuations are subject to future appraisal and 
changes the Board of Directers may deem advisable to make. 


Exhibit “D”’, attached hereto, is a statement of the Trust Funds, 
which we believe to be self-explanatory. 


Operations within the Scholarship Fund are shown on Schedules 
D-1 and D-2 attached hereto. There remaincd in this Fund at June 
30, 1961, an unexpended cash balance of $4,533.77. This fund was 
created in the fiscal year 1943-44. Revenue accruing to this fund 
consists of contributions from various individuals and organizations. 
The purpose of this fund is to aid worthy high school graduates of the 
Institution in defraying college expenses. The advances made from 
this fund for that purpose are repayable at the pleasure of the parties 
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to whom advances have been made. Outstanding advances at June 30, 
1961, amounted to $18,117.98, and are so shown on Schedule D-3, 
attached hereto. 

Attached hereto, as Schedule D-4 is a statement of the savings 
account of the J.G.G. Trust Fund. During the year under review the 
Institution was the recipient of a bequest as set out in the will of 
Frances Roger Gregory in the amount of $5,046.87. This bequest was 
placed in the J.G.G. Trust Fund. 

Attached hereto, as Exhibit “‘E”’, is a statement of the Children’s 
Fund. This fund represents money on deposit with the Budget Officer, 
subject to withdrawal by the children. 

GENERAL 

Our audit consisted of an examination of the cash receipts and 
disbursement records. However, we did not examine in detail every 
financial transaction recorded in the records during the year under 
review. We verified the receipts as shown on the records with the 
respective depositories. All disbursements were evidenced by properly 
executed checks, on which the endorsements appeared in order. We 
reconciled the cash balances at June 30, 1961, with the respective de- 
positories and found same in agreement with the records of the in- 
stitution. 

The imprest Cash Fund and the Children’s Cash Fund were pro- 
perly accounted for. 

No inventories of food and supplies at June 30, 1961, were taken 
into consideration in this audit, as we assumed there would be little 
difference in the beginning and ending inventories. 

All Exhibits and Schedules included in this audit report not re- 
ferred to, we believe to be self-explanatory. 

We acknowledge with appreciation, the cooperation extended us 
by the personnel of the Institution during the course of our examina- 
tion.
